Bridge of Allan, near Stirling. .Thence he 
writes a letter full of suspicion’ as'to the Min- 
noch marriage, and renews his threats of ex- 
posure. She returns an answer which fally 
satisfies him, and brings him back to her feet, 
with all his doubts dispelled.
